LIMITATIONS ON CONTRIBUTIONS 


CORPORATE AND ASSOCIATION CONTRIBUTIONS: 


Corporations are expressly forbidden from contributing to any candidate or political party 
You may call the Secretary of State’s office (773-4845) to determine if a potential donor is a corpc 


Associations may contribute out of funds contributed for the specific purpose of making political c 
forming a PAC), but may not contribute out of dues or treasury funds (SDCL 12-25-2). 


INDIVIDUAL CONTRIBUTIONS: 


No individual may contribute more that $1,000 to or in behalf of any candidate for statewide office 
year (SDCL 12-25-1.1). 


No individual may contribute more than $250 to or in behalf of any candidate for legislative or cou 
calendar year (SDCL 12-25-1.1). 


No individual may contribute more than $3,000 to or in behalf of any political party in any calendar 
1.2). 


"Contributions on behalf of an individual candidate" does not include costs incurred without the rec 
the candidate or his agent (SDCL 12-25-1(6)). 


Voluntary work for or on behalf of any candidate is not considered a contribution. However, all ex| 
ordinary or usual expense of conducting a political campaign, either by the candidate or a commit 
reported (SDCL 12-25-12). 

CONTRIBUTIONS BY A FAMILY MEMBER: 

There is no limit on the amount the candidate's spouse, any relative within the third degree of kins 
candidate or spouse, or the spouse of such relative may contribute to a candidate (SDCL 12-25-1 
kinship includes parent, child, grandparent, brother, sister, grandchild, aunt, uncle, nephew, niece 
and great grandchild. 

CONTRIBUTIONS FROM CANDIDATE'S PERSONAL FUNDS: 


There is no limit to the amount a candidate may spend from personal funds (SDCL 12-25-1.1). Th 
should be reported on line 4 of the Summary Page of the reporting form. 


POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE CONTRIBUTIONS: 


There is no statutory limitation on the amount a PAC may contribute to a candidate or his committ 
General Opinion 80-3). 


CONTRIBUTIONS TO POLITICAL ACTION & BALLOT QUESTION COMMITTEES: 


PAC's and Ballot Question Committees have no statutory limitations on amounts they may receive 
contributors.
